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S.L. A.C. Library Tests 


JEANNETTE VANDERPLOEG*, Associate Professor in Librarianship, 
San Jose State College 


When in 1936 committees of the 
Northern Section began the con- 
struction of library tests for the 
four school levels, elementary, ju- 
nior high, senior high, and college, 
it was hardly expected that the 
work would continue for so long a 
time. In 1938 a state committee was 
appointed and the testing area was 
considerably broadened. The tests 
in a tentative form were adminis- 
tered to approximately 7200 chil- 
dren throughout the state. A report 
eovering the preliminary steps was 
printed in the School Library Asso- 
ciation Bulletin for April, 1939. 


Since tabulations on the 800 Ju- 
nior High tests were the first to be 
received this test was chosen for 
further experimentation. Mr. Har- 
rison Heath, Associate Professor of 
Psychology and Mathematics at 
San Jose State College, was con- 
sulted as to the form of the test, its 
arrangement, and finally its statis-

tical analysis. Under his direction 
a revised test was given in the fall 
of 1939 to a group of 475 Junior 
High School students from West 
Los Angeles, Palo Alto, Santa Cruz, 
and San Jose. Again under Mr. 
Heath’s supervision the test was 
statistically analyzed showing a re- 
liability of .93. In its completed 
form this test for the junior high 
level fills a need not yet covered by 
any other test. 

An excellent revision of the ele- 
mentary test based on a study of 
the results from the 2850 tests pre- 
viously given was made by the Ele- 
mentary Schools Committee of the 
Northern Section last year. How- 
ever there has been no opportunity 
to administer this revised test, and 
no analysis was possible. Revised 
tests for the senior high and college 
levels have not yet been made.
